“ La Follette is making headway 
as a presidential candidate in sup­ 
posed Taft territory. 
This has been 
brought out from several sources. It 
was adm itted today by two of the 
callers at the W hite house. Senator 
MeCumber and Representative Gron> 
na of North Dakota. 
They talked 
with the president some time on sub­ 
jects they did not desire to discuss. 
W hen asked as to the La Follette 
movement in their state they ad­ 
mitted th at the Wisconsin senator 
has many friends there and that 
these friends are proselyting at a 
rapid rate, arranging organizations 
and getting ready to compete for 
delegates in a state nearly everybody 
has heretofore accredited 
to 
the 
Ohioan. 
They do not believe Taft 
will lose the delegates, however. Sen­ 
ator La Follette has campaigned in 
North Dakota and his radical views 
as to public questions are declared 
to suit the tastes of a good many 
thousands of citizens who fear that 
Secretary Taft is too conservative, 
despite hs affiliations 
with 
the 
Roosevelt 
adm inistration aud the 
president’s indorsement. 
In Other States, Too. 
“ W hat is true iii North Dakota is 
said to be true in some of the other 
western states, w here the La Follette 
people receive encouragement from 
the elem ents opposed to Secretary 
Taft, but too weak to do anything 
on their own accounts. 
The fact 
that Senator La Follette is not bear­ 
ing the handicap of a 
reactionary 
and is supposed to be unobjectiona­ 
ble as a republican candidate .except 
for geographical locations, adds de­ 
licate em barrassm ent to the labors 
of the Taft people. 
They do not 
dare to do anything th at will arouse 
the enm ity of the La Follette suppor­ 
ters. 
They "would like to have things 
so th a t the La Follette vote 
will 
come to them after the first two or 
three ballots. 
At the same tim e they 
do not care to lose votes, and it Is 
necessary for them to become 
ag­ 
gressive to save themselves. 
They 
claim th at Secretary Taft 
has al­ 
ready conceded too much in not go­ 
ing into territory 
of the 
favorite 
sons, and th at they cannot afford 
to perm it things to go by the board 
in territory they believe ta be their 
own. 
The opponents of Taft are de­ 
lighted with the idea th at there may 
be a sharp clash between the Ohioan 
and Wisconsin. Nothing would snit 
them better. 
It is to try to smooth 
over some things th at there are to bs 
a num ber of conferences.”
